Special Events Liquor License

Lindee Cantrell moved to approve Resolution 2-2014, seconded by Dustyn Foster, with all in favor.

Enhancement Trials Project Update
Engineer Fagan stated CDOT had contacted her asking if the Town wanted to surrender all the CDOT
funding for the Leonard Trail of $ 329,000 and the Bridge project of $ 45g,000, or just the Ironard Trail
funding.
The Trustees thought they had surrendered all funding. Engineer Fagan told the Trustees they could
split the money. After discussion, the Trustees decided to surrender the Leonard Trail tnon"y and have
Engineer Fagan talk to cDor about retaining the Bridge project money.

Water Plant Update
Engineer Fagan reported the Town contract with Pall is complete. The Town is still waiting on two
parts from Pall.
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Sewer Line Study
Engineer Fagan and Town staff have submitted a DOLA grant application for $ 10,000 to video the
sewer lines in Town. After the video is complete, the Town will submit a grantapplication to DOLA for
funding to complete an engineering survey and report. This process will take all of 2014 and into 2015.

BLM Resource Management Plan Update
Mayor Koontz said there will be public meeting in February. Kathy Browning said the Alternative plan
committee will be meeting with BLM to discuss their plan.

The Trustees set February 5th at 6:00 p.m. to 7:30 p.m. for a worksession with Bruce Bertram to discuss
oil and gas.

Downtown Improvement Update
Tom Wills reported the Hotchkiss Chamber Downtown Improvement Committee had their first meeting
of the year and discussed the plans for the Barnie Fair Alley project. Rick Sparks and company will do
the metal fabrication of the bulletin display structure. They are hoping to hJve the bulletin display in
place by Mother's Day weekend.
Tom Wills reported that the Chambers will invite artists/artisans to make attachable art designs for the
planters. The idea is to mount temporary designs on the planters.
